(i) Australia-Labour Force according to Grado of Occupation 


Table 1. below shows the disposition, according to grade of 
occupation, of the total population available and offering for gainful occupation 
in December 1946 and in June 1933, July 1939, etc. 


The total labour force expanded during the war 1939-45 to a greator. 
extent than would have occurred under peace-time conditions = the abnormal expansion 
has been estimated to have reached some 80,000 males and 100,000 females, It was 
anticipated that with the demobilisation of the forces and general return to peaco~ 
time conditions, the greater part of this abnormal expansion would disappear but only 
a comparatively small decrease has occurred, This fact is particularly interesting 
in view of the very high proportion of married women in the working population 
compared with pre-war days. Thus the total labour force in December, 1946 was 
estimated to be approximately 3,280,000 or only 74,000 less than in June, 1945, . In 
addition, there were in December 1946, 22,100 men and 3,000 women doing full-time 
Reconstruction Training Courses preparatory to rosuming or commencing, civil emp Loyment

Total occupied | SalN AE ms numbered 2,255,900 in June, 1933 
when there were een porsons unemp Loye In July, 1939, 2,737,700 porsons 
wore in civil omployment and 298,000 were a eeaay In December, 1946, there 
were 3,114,700 persons in civil ein leument or 377,000 more than in July, 1939. 
There were a large numbor of persons temporarily idle in December 1946 (due to 
industrial disputes and seasonal fe ctors) and the total number of persons (82,700) 
show as unomployed at that time has since fallon considerably (perhaps 25%) as 
is shown clearly by the omploymont series in Tablo.3.

. Tablo 2, shows total occupied civilians in each State in December, 
1946 and in June, 1933, July, 1939, June, 1943, June, 1945 and June, 1946. 


Between June, 1945, or just prior to the end of the war, and 
December, 1946, total occupied civilians in Australia expanded by 17.6%, The 
percentagesfor each State were: New South Weles 18.6, Victoria 15.6, Queensland 15.6, 
South Australia 19.0, Western Australia 25.6, Tasmania 19.8%. The Victorian figures 
for December, 1946 were affectsd by industrial disputes while the Queensland figures 
were affected by seasonal slackness in the moat, sugar and other industries, Wostorn 
Australia showed the greatest expansion and this was relatsd to the demobilisation of 
the Forecos to which Western Australia relatively made the greatest contribution.

For the convenience of readers, Table 3 below givesthe full revised 
statistical series "Wage and Salary Earners in Civil Employment oxcluding Wage Earners 
in Rural Industry and Female Domestics in Private Homes"showing Government Private and 
Total Employment, In Hevenberses a rcce prior to tho entry of Japan into tho war, a 
poak was reached and unomployment had dropped to a low level, Rapid expansion of the 
Defence Forces then commenced to roduce the numbers of men in civil employment and from 
about June 1942 until the ond of the war the series in Table 3 showed only minor 
variations. eee e/Although

oe Although general demobilisation commenced in October 1945 and the 

umber of wage and salary earners in civil employment (excluding rural industry, etc.) 
began to rise as a result} there was a temporary set-back in December 1945 due to the 
industrial dispute in the coal mining industry end rationing of coal, electricty and 
gas. Thereafter the numbers in employment increased rapidly, slowing down only in 
November and December 1946 when industrial disputes and seasonal unemployment «affected 
the figures. Details of employment in selected months according to industrial classes 
are given in Table 9, 


From February to March, 1947 the estimated number of wage and salary 
earners in employment (excluding rural wage earners and female domestics in private homes ) 


increased by 18,800 (males 13,900; females 4,900). Government employment expanded by 
4,300 and private employment by 14,500. Further details are given below.

(ii) Analysis of Government Employment 


Tables 4, 5 and 6 below show details of Government employment in 
March, 1947, The total increase of 4,300 from February +o March was spread over all 
States. Commonwealth Government employment increased by 1,800, State Semi-government 
by 1,800 and local government by 700, Chief variations in Commonwealth Authorities 
were: Repetriation Department + 600, Commonwealth Bank + 300, Factories + 300. Chief 
variations in State Authorities were: Factories + 500, Public Works "200, Hospitals 
etc, + 600 (March Quarter), Administrative + 300.
